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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of tlie following informalities: In line 1, "coupling 
and electric" should be -coupling an electric-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1,3-5,7,9-13,16-19,23,25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Snider 5,000,264. 

Snider discloses a well system and method of producing well fluids. A 
completion (figure 3) is positioned in a wellbore to pump a production fluid (figure 1 
shows producing and figure 2 shows treatment). Tubing 18 is coupled to the 
completion. A bypass is located below diverter valve 29 for carrying the well treatment 
fluid past the completion. The diverter valve 29 and ports 86,94 are disposed in 
cooperation with the tubing to selectively direct flow of the well treatment fluid through 
the tubing or flow of production fluid from the completion through the tubing. As to claim 
3, tubing 18 is production tubing. As to claim 4, the bypass is formed by part of the 
tubing that directs fluid past the completion. As to claim 5, the conduit is part of the 
tubing. As to claim 7, diverter valve 29,86,94 is moveable between positions blocking 
flow through the tubing and a second position blocking flow through the bypass. As to 
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claim 9, the diverter valve is located within the well and is utilized to obstruct flow in the 
tubing while allowing flow along the treatment flow path. As to claim 10, the treatment 
fluid is pumped downhole. As to claim 1 1 , the completion is coupled to the tubing. As 
to claims 12 and 13, figure 1 shows the diverter in the position blocking flow along the 
well treatment flow path and producing the production fluid upwardly. As to claim 16, 
the bypass is located below member 29. As to claim 17, figures 1 and 2 show the two 
positions of the diverter assembly allowing treatment and production. As to claim 1 8, 
the diverter is mounted to the tubing. As to claim 19, a packer 22 is provided. As to 
claims 23,25 and 26, figures 1 and 2 show the two positions for production and 
treatment utilizing the diverter assembly. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2,6,8,14,15,20-22 and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
